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ods, but by the implanting and develop- 
ment of great, fundamental truths and 
principies in human hearts. Christ was 
loyal to the government under which he 
lived, and he taught hisdisciples, to "ren- 
der unto Casar the things that are Ca;s- 
ar*s and unto God the things that are 
God's ;" the apostle exhorted believers to 
be "subject to the powers that be." Christ 
did not attack the government of Rome. 
He did not come to conquer with the 
sword. He had a morepowerful weapon. 
It was truth. He aimed to penetraré the 
hearts and lives of people with the truth 
and spirit of the Gospel ; to get control of 
* the heart, knowing that he who rules the 
hearts of people, rules the world. If the 
government of Rome is to be changed, 
Christ willnot undertake the work.by setting 
himself in opposition to it; he will rathergo 
alone to Nicodemus and lay down to him 
the fundemantal, radical doctrine, which 
carried to its legitimate results, will make 
a new creature, and prepare the way for 
a new and glorious kingdora to bebuilton 
the wreck and ruin of human institutions. 
The command oftheSavior, accompanied 
by the power to perforin, "You roust be 
born again" has done morè to change the 
political government of nations than all 
the annies of the world. Christ taught 
the grand and sublime doctrine of the 
universal brotherhood of man and the 
Fatherhood of God, and these great prin- 
cipies are gradually evolutionizing the 
world. Let us learn the lesson so much 
needed. If we would have good, clcan 
government and polítics, let us get good, 
clean hearts into the people, hearts in 
which Jesús is enthroned, and the laws 
will be made and the government admin- 
istered to the besi interests of the people. 


MAKING AH HOHEST LIVING. 
Under the above caption, a brother 
writes as follows : 

"God is our living and all outside of 
God is death. Jesús our perfect redeem- 
er bought back all we lost in Adam. He 
opened up Edèn. If we will obey him 
we can go back in Edèn where no slavery 
exists. Yet Christians talk about mak- 
ing an honest living. Labor and toil, 
and slavery all came on us, for our sins. 
Now we become Christs'. Our slavery is 
gone unlesswe prefer to stay in it."

He puts 
toil, labor, work and slavery, all in the 
same category, and seems to think ihat 
they are a result of our sin, and that by

We toil and toil hard, 
from twelve to fifteen hours a day. By 
the way, if we read our Bibte correctly, 
even Adam was not exempt frorn work, 
for was he not to dress the garden. These 
are warra days and we would be glad to 
have even a "peep" into that garden 
where people grow and do like the lily, 
"neither toil nor spin." Whe e is it broth- 
er, quick.
